Mr Solly Sachs, a veteran | | 
white ‘trade union leader, 
was arrested by the police 
today for the second time 
in three days on the same 
charge ~— defying a govern- | 
ment order banning him 
from. attending ‘public meet- 
Ings. 

Mr Sachs, who is General 
Secretary ‘of the Garment 
Workers Union, has. . been 
“nomed" under the. South 
African Goyernmoit’s Suppres- 
sion of Communism Act, 

He was arrested on Saturday, 
charged ond relenscd on boil. 
Early today he was remanded 
at the Johannesburg Magistrates 
Court ond later was arrested o' 
the steps of the city hall after 
he had again addressed a meet 
ing of workers, 

‘Thousands’ ‘of tvhite ind 
coloured members of the Gar- 
ment Workers Union in the 
Tronsvanl struck today in’ pro- 
test ogainst the “maming.” The 
unior’s national organiser, ‘Miss 
Johanna Coencilus, . addressing 
the meeting at which Sachs was 
arrested today, said: “We are 
foing to send our call overseas 
und asi the people of other 
countries to help, us fight this 
Fascist government.” 


GOVT DENOUNCED 


The striking garment workers 
marched through the streets of 
the city earlier today and 
assemblea outside the town hall 
== scene~'of ‘demonstrations -and- 
police baton charges on Satur~ 
day when ‘Sachs was Orst 
arrested. .

the first Derby was run over 170°

The race, was started by the 
Twelfth Eorl of Derby. “He had 
a house on Banstead Downs, 
which had befn the scene of 
horge racing for a century and a 
half previously. He-.decided to 
stage a race at the nearby village 
of Epsom for three-year-old 
filles. Later, he staged a second 
race to, {Include colts as well, to 
which’ he gave his name. 

That was in, 1780, and since 
then the race has achieved such 
fame, that Epsom is known ‘the 
world over, As the race grew 
In popularity, so did the ims 
mensity of Its triumphs ond of' 
its tragedics. : 

Probably the preatest Derby 
sensation ever; wos in the 1913 
race. ee 

At this time, the ‘Votes for 
Women’ compaign was at Its 
height. As the horses rounded 
the famous Tattenham Corner, a 
woman scrambled onto the track 
end threw herself under the 
King’s ‘horse, Anmer,- Both 
horse and rider crashed to the 
ground, . ' 

The woman was Miss Emily 
Davidson, a well - known’ 
suffragette, It was never dis- 
covered whether she deliberately 
‘chose the King’s horse for her 
adt of deflance, or if it was just, 
coincidence. : . 

Whatever the circumstances, it 
cost Misa Davidson . her life. 
Jones, who was‘riding Anmer,

__C..M. Agon, Manager of 
the Miramar Hotel in Kim- 
berley Road, accused of 
evading: payment of ferry 
fare, was discharged’ by Mr 
Y. K. Yung at Kowloon 
yesterday. 


The Magistrate exercised the 
new power granted under the 
Magistrate’s Ordinance to acauit 
the defendant, remarking that 
he was convinced that Agon had 
no, Intention of defrauding the 
Star Ferry Company. 


The defendant was stopped 
by Uerry Inspector Green on 
May 19 when he attempted ‘to 
pass through the ferry wharf in 
Kowloon without paying the 
proper fare. 


In mitigation, Mr Sin said the 
defendant was a_ respectable 
member of the community. He 
usually crossed the harbour in 
his-car by the vehicular ferry 
and for the sake of convenience, 
he also held a monthly ticket of 
the Star Ferry, This month, one 
of his staff, through oversight, 
failed 40 renew his season 
ticket. There was no intention 
whatever .of evading the pay- 
ment of the 20 cents. The de- 
fendant ‘had held a monthly 
ticket .for a Jong time.
